Defeat of General While Causes 


Consternation, 


News from the front is Meager and 


a Strict Censor is Kept, 


Boers Reoccupy Their Old Position 


and the British Commander 


Was Out-Generated. 


Nov. 1.—There was a con- 


tinuous stream of callers at the war 
office ontil a late hour, everhody sns- 
ioush- inquiring regarding Monday's 
casualties, but the war office declared 
that nothing had been received since 
•Sir George White's dispatch communi- 
cating the news of the capture of the 
:Soj-al Irish Fusiliers and the Glouces- 
tershire regiment. 


This delay ia getting further intel- 


ligence is attributed in part to the 
breakdown of the east coast cable, but 
,it stands to reason that the war ofljce 
must be possessed of further news, 
which it is probably not thought ad- 
visable should be published as yet. 


The disaster has caused a feeling 


akin to consternation in Gloucester- 
shire and the north of Ireland, where 
the captured regiments were recruited, 
the blackest gloom prevails, fami- 


•;' lies awaiting with beating hearts the 
\ names of the killed and 
wounded, 


"; which are fully expected to reach a 


high figure. Many homes arc already 
in mourning in consequence of losses 
sustained by these regiments in pre- 
vious engagements. 
Tf^ublic anxiety was increased by a 
Special dispatch from Ladysmith, pub- 
lished in the late editions of the Lon- 
don afternoon papers to the effect that 
before darkness Monday the Boers re- 
occupied the old po-it!on held by their 
heavy artillery which Gen. White had 
reported silenced by the guns of the 
naval brigade from the Powerful and 
had opencu. fire again. The ui&patch 
further says: 


"The enemy are again closing in and 


the situation is one of grave anxiety. 
Beyond doubt the Boer 
retirement 


Monday was a ruse to draw Gen. 
White into the hilly country and away 
from the Uritish camp." 


This last sentence is significant and 


confirms the Opinion of military ex- 
perts that Gen. White is allowing him- 
self to be outgeneraled by Command- 
ant Gen. Joubert.

to 11 o'ciock p. m. it seems tolerably

At a farmers' club in Devonshire, 


England, not long since, an experienced 
gardener in the employ of one of the 
nobility made the statement that the 
income from icn acres covered -with 
glass bem-ath which early vegetables 
anil fruits were grown would exceed 
that from I0,r)00 acres of the best farm 
land as ordinarily tilled. No doubt thai 
assertion was extravagant, but it can 
be said within the lines01'conservatism 
that the Britisher wasn't off in his fig- 
ures more than 50 per cent. One man 
to our knowledge, a German gardener, 
sold early cucumbers, melons and cel- 
ery, from one acre under glass—cold 
frames—to Lcndville nnd Aspen (Col.) 
miners to the amount of from 53.000 
to $4,000 a season, says the California 
Vineyardist. 


In England, where, on account of the 


damp, chilly climate, even peach trees 
must be tr&invd tliit against a brick or 
stone wall .like vines in order to insure 
fruit, and where corn cannot be grown, 
extremely fancy prices are paid for ex- 
tra early fresh fruits'arid vegetables. 
A dollar a pound for strawberries and 
75 cents apiece for cucumbers are only 
ordinary prices for 
these products, 


when put upon the markets early. Early 
fruits .and vegetables bring handsome 
returns in large cities in any country.

A curious little weapon came into the

In 
tlie aluminium case, however, "which 
contained not only the syringe but also 
a package of needles, a slender tube, 
und a via! for poison, there were all the 
materials for killing in a manner sure 
to be effective. 


T.he nickel-pinted syringe was made 


to serve as an air gun. It was about.is 
large as a fountain pen. When tbe pis- 
ton was pressed a liny dart, the size of 
an-ordinary needle, could be shot into 
the victim's boclv. 


The force of the piston was sufficient, 


the warden said, to cause the dart to' 
penetrate ordinary clothing fro.m a djs- 
tance of a few feet and to puncture the 
flesh deeply enough for the poison into 
which the end of the dart had been 
dipped, to take effect. 


"We found the thing on a prisoner 


named William Jennings," said Depnty 
Warden Flynn. "I don't know whether 
he had ever used it. We merely found 
it m his clothes in making the usual 
search."
